SERBIANS JOIN 
MONTENEGRINS 

Holdiiig Heavy Attacks ei tbe 
LIB Rivsr. 



IMPORTANT BATTLE PEN0IR6 



Reports From Iho WOat Front Indi- 
cate Another Big Action to Be In 
Frcparatlen In Which Artillery Ac- 
tlAiw aro Prollinlnary. 

London, Nov. 22. — The German 
army commanded by General von 
Koeres, which was reported as having 
advanced from Raaka, the Ivar, where 
the river croseee the southern boun- 
dary of old Serbia, to Banja, northeast 
of Nevlbazar, has taken the latter 
towB, according to the German ofDcial 
statement. Nevlbazar is a little over 
six miles southwest Of Raaka, on the 
Strumna river. 

Meanwhile the Serbian army was 
operating In the northwestern comer 
of the old Saajak of Novibaaar, baa 
effected a Juactlon with the Montene- 
grins and apparently has withdrawn 
with the Montenegrins across the Llm 
to montenegrln soil. An official Monte- 
negrin statement announces that the 
MontenegrlB and Serbia forces are 
holding heavy attacks on the Um and 
that MoMte u e gilu a in the SaaJak have 
been oompdled t6 retirs 4o-th^ prin- 
cipal positions of dafenoo, prestpnstUy 
In their own motqitains on .the left 
bank of the river. 

ThO'witlidnrtral of a body of Setb- 
lans to Montenegro does not mean 
that the whole Serbian army in central 
Serbia has been driven off its own 
territory, for Kutrovic connected by 
railway with Uskub, where the road 
Joins the Nish-Salonica railway, is 
stni In Serbian bands, as is Printena, 
southeast of Mltrovlca and east of the 
railway. 

The Serbian forces holding these 
towns and the region surrounding 
them have wide stretch of mountain- 
ous country behind them, extending to 
the Monenegrin frontier, through 
which to retreat, alwwid the neiMsittgr 
arise. 

In the south the Serbians are in 
much more dire straits. Al^ough 
there still is no confirmaypn Trcmi any 
of the contending krnflPB, the report 
from Rome that MonaKtir has been oc- 
cupied Is repeated in a dispatch from 
Athens, also coming by way of Rome. 

Heports of the French fighting along 
the western front, disclosing the fact 
that lively artillery actions are taking 
place at many points. Is believed to be 
significant. The French, it is thought, 
are planning an important movement 
for which the artillery actions are a 
preparation. The official communique 
dealt chiefly with the artillery activity 
and tbe ^war office announced later 
that there was nothing to add. to this 
prsinoiw oonununlcation.

Kntante Powers Have Cleaed Porta to 

Shipping of Nation — British Issue 
Note Telling of Move — Muet Know 
Her Position. 

London. Nov. 22. — The entente allies 
have demanded that Greece either 
Join with them and fulfill its treaty 
oMigatlons to Servia or demobilize, 
and to impress King Constantlns that 
they mean what the/ say the allies 
have declared a commercial blockade 
of the Hellenic empire, according to 
dispatches from .\thens. 

There is no foundation for these 
j statements available here, but it Is 
very certain that Lord Kitchener, the 
British war secretary, who had an 
hour's audience with the king of 
Greece, and afterward saw Premier 
Skouloudia, took a firm stand and told 
them what the !^'lles could and would 
do unless the demands were conceded. 

The Athens oorreapondent of th-t 
Havas News agency confirms the re- 
port that the entente- powers have de- 
clared a commercial blockade of 
Greece. The annotmoement to this ef- 
fbct. made In tha form of n nota Is- 
Boad by the British legathm at Athenv 
im given as' follows: 

"Bocauae of the attltnde taken by 
the Hellenic govonunent In regard 
to certain queations touching closely 
the secnrtty and liberty of action to 
which tha allied troops have the right 
under the eondltlona of their diaem- 
barfcment on Greek territory, the al- 
lied powers have deemed it necessary 
to take certain measures which wfll 
have the effect of suspending tbe oob- 
nomlc and commercial tscillties whldi 
Greece has received from them here- 
tofore. 

"It is not the Intention of the allied 
powers to constrain Greece to abandon 
her neutrality, to maintain which. In 
their eyes. Is the best guaranty of her 
Interests. 

"As soon as their doubts on that 
subject — due. no doubt, to a misunder- 
standing — have been dispelled the 
powers will be happy to removp the 
obstacles now opposed to tlu' arrival 
of merchandise in Greece and to ac- 
cord any facilities which result froaa

Not Like 
The Turkey 



IN spite of tbe statements of popu- 
lar historiaus roasted torkfey-with 
giblet gravy and with ctanbMTy 
or apple sauce .was a very popu- 
lar Sunday and holiday dish iu many 
places many years before turkey be- 
came standardized as the central dish 
of the Tbanksg^vlns day dinner in 
Plymouth oelony anA among the Puri- 
tans and tbeit deaorodana. settled 
along Boston bey and the north ^re 
of MassachaoettB. 

Tbe stoijr that tnricey was tbe main- 
stay of the Thanksgiving day dinner 
of the eariy colonists of New England 
te n i a to have come from tbe pen of a 
visiting BngUsbman st Plymouth. wIm 
degcrfbedhls travels In a book publish- 
ed In iMoOaa Just after tbe great Ore. 

Be also told the absurd story of the 
starving condition of the pilgrims and 
of tbeir being reduced at one time to 
a dinnor of three grains of com. Tbe 
fact was that none of tlie early or late 
colonists could have atarved at Plym- 
outh or elsewhere along tbe nortb or 
tbe sooth- s1km«, as tbe sen teemed 
with Bsh and shtilfisb and tbe woods 
were aUve with game. As late as thir- 
ty yasra ago Brant Eock and Maxah- 
fleld. near Plymouth. Mass., were re-, 
smted to by hundreds of hnnters of 
W114 IMS, and to ttls hour deer and 
wild Mia.sliootfng Is ggood in Plymouth 
county. 

What tbo pilgrims and tbe Puritans 
craved In tbe eturly years of tbeir 
settlements wero roast beef and mut- 
ton, pork, wheatra. oaten and barley 
breetl, venison pasties made from tbe 
red deer stock, native to .England; 
Jams -and Jellies from ^English fruits 
preserved with brown sugar from the 
orient and English mead, ales and Hol- 
land spirits. Most of them disliked 
Indian com in all forms of products 
for human consumption, and they dis- 
liked oysten. dams, lobsters, mussels. 
sciUlops, turkeys axkd native venison. 
It was only when ntarriages of the 
early English settlers . and their de- 
scendants In New England with In- 
brong^t about many persons of 



mixed blood that the Enpli-sh preju- 
dices against certain native American 
food iiro<luct3 pas.setl away. To thl.s 
day English travelers Qiid some of our 
foods ■which we conslfler delicious 
strange to their [lalates. Matthew Ar- 

' nold, traveling iu Anieiica. was asked 
to taste grlddlecabes. "Try theiu, uiy 

j dear," he said to hl.s wife: "they're 

'. not nearly bo nasty as they look!" 

[ As lately as tifty years ajio many 
families iu New England of undoubted 
descent from the pilgrims and Puri- 
tans regarded roasted or baked turkey 
as an Indian dish and would have 
none of It at auy time, preferrin;.; for 
Thanksgiving day dinner roast beef, a 
saddle of mutton, pork spareribs. roast 
goose with api)lo sauce or farm raised 
ducks with barberry sauce. The wild 
turkey was saved from extinction iu 
New England only because the farm- 
ers noticed that those birds and the 
partridges served well In ridding tbe 
farm landa of insects anA weeds. .

"The 6nal yield of tbe com erop in 
Kentucky is esUmaied at 98 bushels 
per acre; ibis is 8 bushels per aore less 
than tbe pteliBlnary estimate HuBk> 
ing baa revealed the fact that ihera wm» 
an unusual number of barren stalks in 
ilie corn delds in many sections, believ- 
ed to be due to ilie excessive mmfHll

"The final yield of hemp is estimated 
It 1.002 pounds per acre.

Clubs Are Being Organized In the Different Counties to 
Promote Interest and Co-Operate With 
the Commission 



When Daniel Boone and his sturdy 
pioneers came to Kentucky by the 
Wilderness road they found a land fer- 
tile beyond their wildest hopes, 
abounding with game and fish, upon 
which they were dependent for food 
and clothing. In reaching Kentucky, 
Boone and his followers found that 
the Indian tribes to tbe north, south 
and west had preceded them. To Ken- 
tucky the Indians made annual pilgrim- 
age to kill their winter supply of game, 
which was found in great abundance 
and of splendid quality. At that time 
there was game in plenty for all, but 
the Indians looked with disfavor upon 
the presence of the wliite man, realiz- 
ing that it meant the destruction of 
their favorite hunting grounds should 
they be left to occupy the land, so they 
stubbornly resisted by every itosaible 
means the advancement of tbe foreign 
hunter. 

The Indian did not kill to excess and 
was determined that his happy hunting 
ground should not be destroyed. Their, 
stubborn resistance made the name 
and early history of "Kaintuckee" typ- 
ical of its Indian name, "Dark and 
Bloody Ground." 

The pioneer, like the Indian, took 
only of this supply for food and rai- 
ment, but with civilization grew the 
sport of hunting for pleasure, and so 
wantonly was game destroyed bj' this 
class of citizens that thoughtfu' and 
representative men soon realised that 
If game was to be conserTed for future 
generations. It was necessary to enact 
laws protecting them during tbe breed- 
ing season. 

The first game laws in Kentucky, of 
which there is any record, were passed 
in 1822, and were for the protection of 
fish. In fact, most of the early laws 
were measures for fish protection. At 
that time all laws in tbe state upon 
this subject were local or county laws 
and remained so until the adoption of 
the present Constitution. Since that 
time all laws enacted upon this sub- 
ject have been state measures, apply- 
ing alike to each county in the state. 
To the county authorities were charged 
the enforcement of measures of this 
character. 

To the average citizen there was 
little necessity for the enforcement of 
these measures; In fact, there was so 
little public sentiment for the enforce- 
ment of these laws that they were 
openly violated without fear of prose- 
cution. To those who gave the subject 
thought, it was apparent that it was 
necessary to create a new law and en- 
trusting to and charging others and 
specially named ofllcers with their en- 
forcement. 

A bill was introduced in the 1910 ses- 
sion of the Legislature providing for 
the creation of a Game and Fish Com- 
mission, but was defeated. A similar 
measure, iwssibly wider in scope, was 
introduced in 1912 and enacted Into 
law, which became effective in 1912. 
This law is found in Its. entirety In 
Chapter 35, Acts 1912. 

To this Commission and its agents 
are entrusted the enforcement of the 
law and the restocking of fields and 
streams with game and fish. Authority 
was given to the Commission to ap- 
point wardens throughout the state to 
enforce the law. Chapter 35, Acts 
1912, made no changes in the then ex- 
isting game laws, except that it pro- 
vided that all hunters when hunting off 
their own land or that immediately ad- 
joining their own, with the permission 
of the owner, should first secure a 
bunting license, for which they were 
to pay the County Court Clerk 11. The 
clerks were allowed to retain 15 cents 
lor each license, directing that the 
remainder be sent to the Treasurer of 
the State, to be placed to the credit of 
the Game and Fish Protection Fund. 

The law provided that five thousand 
(15,000) dollars should be appropriated 
for the maintenance of the department 
during its first year. This sum, how- 
ever, to be in the nature of a loan, and 
iirected that the Commission should 
return this sum — or as much thereof 
as used — to the Treasurer frmn the 
first moneys cMtoeted twm the sale of

hunters' license. Of the S6,000 appro 
priated, only %420.71 was drawn from 
the appropriation in the months ol 
June and July, 1912. This amo«at^ and 
the remainder of the S6,000. was re 
turned to the atate in August, 1912 
Since that time the Commission ha^ 
not drawn one cent from the state's 
funds for the maintenance t>f the de 
partment, and it is specially prorided 
that the state can not glre any farther 
financial assistance, and the State 
Treasurer 1^ directed not to honor any 
warrants drawn by the Oame and Pish 
Commission unlisa the money is in the 
State Treasury to the credit of the 
Game and Pish Protectijin Fond. All 
of this fund must be derlTed from the 
•ale of hunting license. 

During the year 1912 a call for vol- 
unteer wardens was made, the Com 
mission agreeing, should their funds 
be sulScient during the next year, to 
comt>ensate as many of the wai^lens 
as possible, the selections for paid rep- 
resentatiyes to be made upon the merit 
system and without regard to political 
afflliationa. The ComnUssion is grate 
ful to the volunteer wardens for their 
services and is earnestly laboring to 
develop a paid, competent warden serv- 
ice as rapidly as their funds will per- 
mit. The Commission is not now able 
— nor will it be for some time — to have 
a paid warden service in each count> 
of the state, but even if this were pos 
Bible, they could not accomplish the 
ends that they so earnestly desire until 
they have the co-operation and support 
of interested parties and representa- 
tive cltisens, and by this assistance and 
co-operation is meant, not only their 
assistance in securing the arrest and 
conviction of all violators, but by giv- 
ing out the information In order that 
the general public might thoroughly 
know the reasons and necessity Cor the 
strict obMrnmee of the tows.

Kentucky, the property owner is not 
taxed to maintain a Commission. 

Combination hunting and fishing 
license, permitting the hunter and Bsb- 
erman to both hunt and fish upon a 
single license, is now in vogue in four- 
teen states. Other states are sure to 
follow this plan, aa in states where 
only the hunter Is required to pay 
license, the fisherman Is equally bene- 
fited, the funds being spent alike for 
the improvement of conditions for 
both, and it seems but Just that the 
fisherman should contribute Us part 
to the enforcement of the law and tbe 
restocking of the streams with fish, 
by which be is sure^ benefited.

HUNGARIAN PARTRIDGES

The caeaMose of Jonah was to gen- 
tiles, suggestive of foreign missions; 
that of Amos was to Israel, and there- 
fore a home mission lesson remludlnK 
as of the need of the church today to 
be awakened to see bi>r prlrilegea and 
opportunities and resirausibllities. The 
sins of Israel and her needs were not 
different from those of believers now. 
TLejr bore the name of Jehovah, bnt 
were false to Him and worshiped Idols. 
"Tbey know not to do right, salth tbe 
Lord" (ill, 10). There was self and sin 
in all their worship. Therefore the 
Lord said, "Offer a sacriflce of tbanks- 
glvliig with leaven. • • • f or this llk- 
eth yon" (iv, 4. 5). Leaven la always 
a type of evU. Because of the sin in 
their professed worship of God 'He 
said. "I bate, I despise your feast 
days." I will not accept nor regard 
your offerings (r, 21-23). Although 
they outwardly kept new moons and 
Sabbath days their hearts were long- 
ing for tbem to be over that they 
might sell com and wheat and grow 
rich by fraud, giTing small measnre 
and taking in as mu&h w eoam j as pos- 
sible (vUl. 4. 5). 

Consider the growing rich by fraud 
that abounds today even among those 
who hold high [>ositlons in the church, 
the oppression of the poor, the formal- 
ity in worship, tbe false teaching that 
all are children of Go<I, that Jesos 
Christ wos only one of the sons of 
God, t>etter than the others, but not 
God; that there is no hell, no lake of 
fire; that if people are not saved in 
this life tbey can be in the next and 
that a God of love will never allow 
any one to ix?rlsU eternally; the Bible 
cannot be taken literally. It does not 
mean what It sji.vs— consider all these 
horrible things and thou think how 
God In His mercy sent forth a Daniel 
Crawford from the heart of .\frica and 
a William Sunday from tfie baseball 
field to show His people their sins and 
to uphold tbe honor of His word. 

How does tbe Lord plead by Amos? 
He reminded them how He had 
brought them out of Egypt, led tbem 
forty yeai-s In the wilderness, given 
tbem the lands of others, raised up 
prophets and N'azarites from among 
their bous nud revealed to them His 
purposes by His prophets (11, 10, U; 
HI. 7; Ix, 7), therefore He would hare 
them seek Him and live, assuring them 
of an abundant pardon if only they 
would turn to Him with the whole 
heart (v, 4, C, 14; Isa. Iv, 6, 7). He 
al!<o i>ointed them onward, as He al- 
ways did and still does, to tbe future 
glory, for In spite of all the sin of 
Israel It is the purpose of God to re- 
store Israel and bless all nations 
through them. He will raise up the 
tabernacle of DSTid Qz. 11). and James 
said at tbe great coandl at Jemsalem 
that would be after He bad gathered 
the church, or. as he put It, taken out 
or the Geetllm • people for Hte 

aet ttmt tM 
would after that be giitiMrad' (Acta xr, 
1S-18». Note how la the Tvcy last 
words or Amos* pn^beey the X<otd said 
that He trooM brlac agaJa tbe cwtlvl- 
ty of Israel, that tbe^ wooM build 
their waste dtics and inhabit them; 
that He wooM plant tbem upon tfaeir 
land and that tber would no BMMe be 
pulled np oat of it .(Ix. 13-15). Abm- 
ham was eacooraced and sustained br 
the assurance of tbe €Uj — Moaea tfj 
the recompense of the' reward. DarM 
by the kingdom, Paul by tbe glory to 
be revealed and our Lord Himself by 
tbe Joy set before Him. I know of no 
way by which tbe church of today can 
be turned from its worldllness and In- 
difference so successfully as by Bet- 
ting clearly before her tbe great lore 
of God In Christ Jesus, tiie greatness 
of tbe salvation He baa-prorlded and 
tbe glory of tbe ktasdom to whAdi we 
are called. 

Men are trying to remedy the evils 
that exist, to reform or uplift the race, 
to bring a kingdom of peace on earth 
by their own efforts, but "They know 
not tbe thoughts of the Lord, neither 
understand they His counsel" (Mlc 
Iv, 12). They do not know that the 
babe of Bethlehem was born to rule in 
Israel and that there can be no king- 
dom of peace on earth till He sbttU 
come again (Mlc. v, 2-4). People are 
so filled with their own thoughts sod 
ways.

"It 
is hi^ time to awake out of sleep, for 
now is our salvation nearer than wben 
we believed. The night is far spent 
the day is hand" (Rom. xltl. 11, 12).

I kerchiefs thus made. or. If yoor time 
Is limited, buy the handkerchief and 
work the Initial. 

Another gift sure to be appr^Iated 
by tbe master of the house Is made to 
the form of a bright slumber robe. It is 
of Germantown wool, knitted In plain 
garter stitch on large rubber or tene 
needles, the work Ijeing alike on teth 
sides. It Is done as follows: 

Knit three stripes of the colored 
yarn and two of black, with sixty 
stitches on a needle. B'ive sketos mate 
a stripe. The colors ot tte fancy 
stripe are five — red. dark olive, yellow, 
peacock blue and Ught olive. 

Colored stripe: Ten bouts (once 
across and back) red, 5 dark olive. 10 
yellow, 5 blue, 2 (each three times re- 
peated) of light olive, red, dark olive, 
yellow and blue, then 10 of light olive, 
5 of red, 10 of dark olive. 5 of yellow 
and 10 of blue. Next another stripe of 
the three times repeated narrow ones, 
then 5 of light olive, 10 of red, 5 of 
dark olive, 10 of yellow, 5 of blue. 
Again the narrow variegated stripe, 
then 10 of light oUve, 5 red, 10 dark 
olive. 5 yellow. 10 of blue, followed by 
tbe variegated stripe again. Next B 
light olive, 10 red, 5 dark olive, 10 yel- 
low, 5 blue and then the variegated 
stripe. Lastly, 10 of lli^t OMTOk 5 red 
and 10 dark olive. 

This completes tte stripe. Make tbe 
black ones tbe same length^and Joto 
with a crocheted twist of black and 
yellow. Croctet an edge to mbtUa of 
black or fttage tte cnda with tte mix- 
ed colors.
